: A Drama by John Oxenford—Produced 
by the Dearborn Stock Company at the 
Dearborn. | 
The play Kate Claxton made famous has 
not suffered at the hands of the Dearborn 
Stock company in its revival this week. By 
all odds the presentation of the piece is the 
most ambitious and adventurous effort tha 
company hes made during the spring season, 
if not the entire year. Two weeks ago the 
company essayed a heavy piece, ‘‘ The Iron 
Master,“ and failed woefully, It is entirely 
to its credit that it should have had the cour- 
ese to tread again upon the territory of the 
serious drama. 
The result this time Is pleasant to contem- 
plate, for it is success. The acting, though 
most satisfactory, is not alone responsible 
in bringing about the consequence, much 
credit being due to the manner in which the 
piece. was staged. The costumes are true ta 
the period, about 1785, in Paris, and are of a 
richness deserving compliment to the man- 
agement. Were the company ap ng in 
a piece destined to run three months instead 
of a week the public could hardly ask for 
more than has been given in this particular, 
und in the way of scenic effects generally. 
The play is presented in seven acta instead 
of the usual six, but other deviations fromm 
the rule of the past are few. The company 
is enlarged for the production, and sore of 
the temporary members, notably Miss 
Madge Gordon as La Frochard, appear to 
decided advantage. Miss Gordon's concep- 
tlon of the old hag is undeniably strong, and 
the scenes in which she appears with Emmet 
Corrigan as the cripple, Pierre Frochard, 
and Julla Stewart as the blind girl Louise 
are among the best in the piece. In his role 
of the Chevalier Maurice de Vaudry, Bran- 
don Hurst has more a leading part than has 
Corrigan, despite the difficulty of the lat- 
ter’s characterization. Mr. Hurst acquits 
himself commendably, giving a manly, dash- 
ing flavor to the role. As the Chevaliers 
valet, Picard, Charles Hawkins has a chance 
for the display of his droll talents.

SMOKY CHIMNEY THAT CAUSED ‘DAMAGE SUIT. 


Davis, Lawyers on | 
sociation Block, Begin Proceedings Against Owners of New 
York Life Building. 


of the law firm of Walker & Davis, with 
offices on the twelfth floor of the V. M. C. A. 
Building, filed suit yesterday for $10,000 
damages in the Superior Court against the 
owners of the New York Life Building for 
injury alleged to have been done to papers 
and furniture in their offices by smoke from 
the New York Life Building chimney.” The 
ve had 
one legal bout with Smoke Inspector Schu- 
bert over the alleged nuisance, in — 
they gained a temporary victory. 

For three years Attorneys Walkér aha 
Davis have occupied offices in the Associa- 
tion Building, and during that time the 
smoke from the offending stack has be- 
grimed their effects. In order to prevent 
their office. from becoming as dirty as the 
cab of a locomotive they have been obliged 
to keep the windows closed during the entire 
summer. Despite this precaution the soot 
has drifted through the crevices around 
the windows and in two or three hours 
from the time when the office furniture has 
been dusted it is covered with a coating of 
grimy black soot.. 

The stack which is alleged to be responsi- 
ble for the nuisance is fully three feet in 
diameter, and the wind often blows the 
smoke from it directly towards the . M. 
C. A. Building. 

Yesterday afternoon the wind was blow- 
ing from the south end a cloud of 
smoke darkened the windows of the offices 
on the lower floors, but hung just on a 
level with the twelfth floor of the Y. M. C. 
A. Building. When the windows in the of- 
fice ot the complainants were opened the 
smoke came through in black billows, car- 
rying with it soot and fine cinders. 

Emory S. Walker, senior member of, the 
firm, said there was absolutely no necessity 


for the smoke. He pointed to other smoke- 


stacks in the vicinity, where the volume 
of smoke was hardly noticeable. He said 
the smoke caused great inconvenience to 
himself and his clients. On hot days he 
was obliged to keep the windows closed, 
the heat being preferable te the soot which 
. through the windows if open.

thing else, as he was determined that the 
invasion upon the rights of the citizens of 
Chicago by the owners of the big buildings 
eshould stop. 

The agent of the New York Life Bullding, 
J. 8. Beck, said he bad not heard of the 
suit brought against the owners, but he 
was positive that the smokestack was one 
of the best in the city as far as freedom 
from smoke was concerned: .“ Within the 
last few days,“ said he, * we have kept a 
watch on our stack and have found that 
at no time was there a large volume of 
smoke emitted. When the addition was built 
last year we had a patent smoke-abating 
device, which has received the sariction of 
the city, put in at an expense of $1,600.” 

Mr. Beck said soft coal was used in the 
furnaces, hard coal being too expensive. 

The Chicago Light, Meat and Power com- 
pany, 213 State street, was found guilty by 
‘a jury in Justice Hoagland's court of vio- 
lating the smoke ordinance and fined $50. 
The defendant will appeal the case to the 
Supreme Court to secure a decision on the 
validity of the ordinance. 


JUDGE BURKE SCORES NEW LAW 


Says Statute Creating Office of Fire In- 
spector Gives the Incumbent Pow- 
ers No Jurist or Court Possesses. 


Judge Burke had some harsh things to say 
yesterday regarding the statute creating the 
office of Fire Inspector, and inferentially 
gave the opinion the statute is unconstitu- 
tional. The law was passed by the Legis- 
lature at the instance of the insurance com- 
panies, and gives the Fire Inspector of Chi- 
cago, the place now held by Michael W. Con- 
way, powers similar to those of a police 
magistrate and Sheriff combined. Under it 
he can do a number of other things which 
no other official is allowed to do. 

The matter came before Judge Burke in 
the trial of the Freeman arson case, in which 
Sam Freeman, Henry Senf, and Joseph Fish 


which the case has reference Inspector Con- 
way examined three witnesses and, failing 
to get any incriminating evidence, so re- 
ported. Afterwards he reéxamined the same 
witnesses, and on their testimony Freeman 
and the others were indicted. Their counsel 
applied for an order of the court to compel 
Conway to produce the testimony given at 
the two examinations, so it could be seen 
wherein they differed, but Judge Burke re- 
fused the order on the ground the Fire 
Inspector's court was Fame and un- 
constitutional. 

In doing so he said in part: 

1 think I never heard of a statute tik, 
this. The idea that a man who is not 
Judge, not even a Justice of the Peace nor 
a Police Magistrate, but, forsooth, a mere. 
individual, a mere flre inspector, called by 
the Legislature a trial juetice—that such a
